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Introduction

Once you have created a picture you can color it and print it 
out. The program will automatically save your colored pic¬ 
tures, unless you want to color the picture again.

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Getting Started 


Requirements 


In order to run FemGully you will need the following equip¬ 
ment: 

• An IBM PC, XT, AT, PS/2, PS/1, Tandy 1000, or 
fully compatible machine with a CG A, EGA or VGA 
graphics card and 512K of available memory. 

• At least one disk drive; a hard drive is optional. 

• A mouse or joystick is optional 

NOTE; Please be sure you have the computer properly 
hooked up and are familiar with its operation. If there are 
any questions about the computer, please refer to your 
owner’s manual. 


Installing to Hard Disk 

To install FemGully to a hard disk: 

Turn on your computer. Insert the Coloring Book disk into 
your floppy drive. 

From the hard drive prompt, type the following commands: 

MD FGCOLOR <Enter> 

CD FGCOLOR <Enter> 

COPY A;*.* <Enter> 

Mouse users: In this manual, when we refer to ’clicking’ 
on an item, simply move the mouse pointer over the item 
and press the left mouse button. 


Joystick users: In this manual, when we refer to ’clicking’ 
on an item, simply move the pointer over the item and press 
the FIRE button. 
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Starting the Program 

Hard Disk 

To run the program from your hard drive, enter the following 
commands from your hard drive prompt: 

CD \FGCOLOR <Enter> 

CB <Enter> 

Floppy Disk 

Insert the program disk into the disk drive. 

From the A prompt (or B prompt, if the disk is in drive B) type 
CB and press the ENTER key. 

Joystick Users: To run the program with a joystick, execute 
the command CB <space> J <Enter>. Make sure your 
joystick is centered before running the program. 

Main Screen 


When you first load the Computerized Coloring Book, the 
first background in the file is displayed. On top of the picture, 
the menu options are shown. You can get rid of the menus at 
any point by pressing the FI key. Pressing FI again will bring 
the menus back. Below is an explanation of each of the menu 
options. 


Tandy Users: If you are using the keyboard, you must use 
the cursor keys that are on the numeric keypad to control 
the cursor. 


Left Arrow 

Click on this to move to the previous picture in the program. 
If you are using your keyboard, press and hold the Shift key 
and then press the left arrow key on your keyboard. 
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Right Arrow 

Click on this to move to the next picture in the program. If 
you are using your keyboard, press and hold the Shift key and 
then press the right arrow key on your keyboard. 


Print 

This option will allow you to select a printer and printer port 
and then print your picture. To choose this option, simply 
click on it or press the P key on your keyboard. After you 
make this selection you will be presented with four options: 


Note: Before printing for the first time, you need to 
make your printer selection. 


Print 

Once you are ready to print out a copy of your picture, select 
this option by clicking on it, or pressing the P key. (If this is 
the first time you are printing, make sure that you have 
selected your printer and port first.) 

Printer 

The Computerized Coloring Book supports over 150 popular 
printers. Upon making this selection, you will see a list of the 
printers. In addition, the name of the currently selected 
printer, if chosen, will be shown. 

Chances are, the name of your printer will not be shown in 
the portion of the list that is displayed. To see more of the list 
you must use the scroll bar on the righthand side of the list. 
To scroll through the list, position the pointer on the up or 
down arrow (using your mouse, joystick, or cursor keys) and 
click (or press the 5 key twice if using the keyboard). 

Once the name of your printer is visible, place the pointer over 
the name and click (or press the 5 key twice if using the 
keyboard). The name of the printer will now be highlighted. 
Click on OK to make the selection. 

Port 

This program will work with printer ports LPT1, LPT2, or 
LPT3. The default is LPT1. If your printer is hooked to a port 
other than LPT1, click on Port or press O. Move the cursor 
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over your selection and click (or press the 5 key twice if using 
the keyboard). 

Cancel 

If you decide not to print and want to return to the program, 
click on Cancel or press C on your keyboard. 

Erase 

Use this option to remove all of the characters and colors from 
a background. The image will be restored to the original black 
and white art. To make this selection, click on Erase or press 
E on your keyboard. 


Quit 

Click on this option, or press Q, to exit from the program and 
return to DOS. 


Undo 

This option is for when you make a mistake. If you have just 
put color where you didn’t mean to, you can choose this op¬ 
tion to "undo" the last thing you did. Click on Undo or press 
U to make the selection. 

Picture Name 

The box on the lower lefthand side of the screen displays the 
name of the current picture. 

Backgrounds 

Click on this option (or press B) to access the background pic¬ 
tures. 

Figures 

Click on this option (or press F) to access the FernGully 
characters. You can then select a character to place on a back¬ 
ground. See the section on Creating and Coloring a Picture 
for instructions on how to select characters. 

Color Palette 

The squares of color on the lower righthand side of the screen 
are your color palette. To choose a color, position the pointer 
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over the desired color and click (press the 5 key twice if using 
the keyboard). The crayon pointer will turn the shade of the 
selected color. Alternatively, when using the keyboard, you 
can press the Tab key to cycle through the available colors 
until the pointer turns the color that you want to use. 

Mix (VGA only) 

If you have a VGA graphics card, you can mix colors to ob¬ 
tain 256 different shades. To mix colors, place the pointer on 
the MIX button and click (or press the M key if using the 
keyboard). The program will then mix the currently selected 
color with the other colors in the palette to give you 16 new 
colors. For example: If the current color is white and you 
choose mix, the program will mix white with the other colors 
to give you 16 lighter colors. To return to the original palette, 
choose MIX again. 

Choose Color from Screen 

If you want to use a color that has already been put on the pic¬ 
ture, you can easily select it as the current color. Place the 
crayon pointer over an area of the desired color (on the pic¬ 
ture) and press the C key on your keyboard. 

Creating and Coloring a Picture 

Now you are ready to create and color your first picture. Use 
the Shift key and the left and right arrows to move through 
all of the available backgrounds until you find the one that 
you want to use. Now click on the Characters button (or press 
H). The program will display the first FemGully character. 
Use Shift and the left and right arrows to move through the 
characters until you find the one that you want to use on your 
background. Once you have the character on screen, simply 
click the mouse button or press the 5 key twice. The charac¬ 
ter will now be picked up. Now, click on the Backgrounds 
button (or press B) to switch back to your background. 


You will now have the selected character ’floating’ on your 
background. Move the character to the desired position on the 
screen and click or press the 5 key twice to place it. Remem¬ 
ber, you can press FI to make the menus disappear when plac¬ 
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ing a character. If you decide not to place the character you 
have selected, press the ESC key to abort the operation. You 
can add as many characters to a background as you would 
like. (Note: The more characters you place on a given back¬ 
ground, the slower the program will run.) Once you have your 
characters on your background you are ready to color your 
picture. 

Now, choose your first color. Move the crayon pointer over 
an area on the picture that you want to fill with the selected 
color. Once you have the pointer positioned, click or press the 
5 key. The area of the picture that you are pointing to will fill 
with the current color. If you color the wrong area, you can 
always choose Undo. 

Continue selecting colors and painting them onto the picture. 
Remember, once you have selected a color, you can press FI 
to make the menus disappears so that you can get to the rest 
of the picture. 

You do not have to finish a picture all at one time. The 
program will remember your characters and colors so that you 
can finish the picture at another time. 

Copying Picture Files 

To enter the coloring contest, you need to copy the picture 
files onto a floppy disk. Follow the instructions below for 
copying the files: 

Hard Drive 

Place a blank formatted floppy disk in drive A. Type the fol¬ 
lowing commands: 

CD \FGCOLOR <Enter> 

COPY ECPICS A: <Enter> 

Floppy Disk 

Insert the FemGully disk into drive A. If you have two disk 
drives, insert a blank formatted disk in drive B. If you have 
only one drive you will have to insert a blank disk when 
prompted. At the A> prompt type COPY ECPICS B: 
<Enter>
